Colombia, Venezuela face 
off over guerilla presence 


Mia Farrow to testify on Naomi 
Campbell 'blood diamond 1 


QUITO, Peru (AFP) - Colom¬ 
bia and Venezuela faced off 
yesterday at a meeting of South 
American foreign ministers 
called to air accusations by Bo¬ 
gota that Colombian rebels 
were using Venezuelan terri¬ 
tory to launch attacks. 

Venezuelan Foreign Minis¬ 
ter Nicolas Maduro said on ar¬ 
rival here that his government 
had requested the meeting to 
respond to the "grave threats 
and grave attacks" on it by the 
government of President Al¬ 
varo Uribe. 

While accusing the Uribe 
government of "slander, ma¬ 
nipulation, lies" against Vene¬ 
zuela and its President Hugo 
Chavez, Maduro said he would 
propose ways "we can retake 
the path of peace." 

Colombia's Foreign Minis¬ 
ter Jaime Bermudez said on his 
arrival that he would appeal to 
his South American colleagues 
for help in preventing Colom¬ 
bian rebel forces from taking 
refuge in Venezuela, or else¬ 
where. 

"Colombia comes with a 
clear willingness to ask for an 
efficient cooperation mecha¬ 
nism so that neither the FARC 
nor the ELN, nor any criminal 
group can be present in Vene¬ 
zuelan territory, with the collu¬ 



sion of the authorities, or in any 
part of the world," Bermudez 
said. However he did not have 
high expectation for the meet¬ 
ing of the Union of South 
American Nations, a grouping 
set up to foster regional coop¬ 
eration on security issues. 

Colombia has charged that 
some 1,500 guerrillas of the 
Revolutionary Armed Forces 
of Colombia (FARC) and Na¬ 
tional Liberation Army (ELN) 
are now operating from Vene¬ 
zuela, and demanded that the 
Chavez government take action 
against them. 

Chavez denounced the 
charges as a pretext for "armed 
aggression" and broke off di¬ 
plomatic relations with Bogota. 

The Colombian diplomat 
said that his country "has lots 
of evidence, lots of informa¬ 
tion" on the guerrilla presence. 

Meanwhile, Brazilian Pres¬ 
ident Luiz Inacio Lula da Silva 
announced he would travel to 
Venezuela and Colombia on 
August 6 for talks with their re¬ 
spective presidents as well as 
with Colombia's president¬ 
elect Juan Manuel Santos. 

However, Uribe complained 
yesterday that Lula was ap¬ 
proaching the crisis as if it were 
a case of personal conflicts. 

The Brazilian leader is "ig¬ 
noring the threat for Colombia 
and the continent that the pres¬ 
ence of FARC terrorists in 
Venezuela represents," he said. 
"The only solution that Colom¬ 
bia accepts is to not allow the 
presence of the terrorists... on 
Venezuelan territory." 

Separately, the head of US 
Southern Command urged Ve¬ 
nezuela to investigate charges 
leftist guerrilla leaders operate 
from its territory. 

"There is no reason to as¬ 
sume that it is not valid," Gen¬ 
eral Douglas Fraser said in a 
talk yesterday at a Washington 
think-tank. 

Fraser, who is responsible 
for all US military activities in 
Latin America, said the United 
States was looking at the evi¬ 
dence, saying it was "an allega¬ 
tion that needs to be treated 
seriously." 


THE HAGUE, The Nether¬ 
lands (AFP) - Actress Mia Far¬ 
row and models' agent Carole 
White will testify next month 
about a "blood diamond" 
Naomi Campbell is said to 
have been given by Liberia's 
Charles Taylor, court papers 
showed yesterday. 

The two women's names 
are on a witness list for Mon¬ 
day, August 9, that the prose¬ 
cution in Taylor's war crimes 
trial filed with the court in The 
Hague and which have been 
obtained by AFP. 

The filing specifies that 
White's evidence would take 
about two hours, and that of 
Farrow one hour. 

The prosecution says both 
women have agreed to testify 


KIEV, The Ukraine (AFP) - 
Ukrainian security forces 
seized more than a ton of co¬ 
caine at the Black Sea port of 
Odessa, the largest drugs haul 
on record in the country, au¬ 
thorities said yesterday. 

"In mid-July, two contain¬ 
ers arrived in Odessa from 
Venezuela. After a detailed ex¬ 
amination, 1,192.95kg (4,400 
pounds) of cocaine was dis¬ 
covered, divided into 1,200 
portions, enough for 12 million 
doses," the Security Service of 
Ukraine (SBU) said in a state¬ 
ment. 

The haul was worth an esti-

mated 180 million dollars (138 
million euros) on the black 
market and was the largest 
ever made, the statement said. 

Five suspects were arrested 
— two Ukrainians, a Russian, a 
German and a Bulgarian. 

At a government meeting in 
the beginning of July, Presi¬ 
dent Viktor Yanukovych bran¬ 
dished samples of drugs which 
he said his aides had bought on 
the Internet, criticising efforts 
by security forces to prevent 
drug trafficking. 

The Ukraine is a major hub 
for drugs entering western Eu¬ 
rope. 


Campbell herself was sub¬ 
poenaed to testify about the 
events, after refusing to talk to 
prosecutors voluntarily, and is 
due to take the stand in The 
Hague next Thursday. 

Taylor, 62, has been on trial 
since 2008 for his alleged role 
in the civil war in Sierra 
Leone, accused of arming 
rebels in return for illegally 
mined diamonds. 

He has pleaded not guilty to 
charges of murder, rape, con¬ 
scripting child soldiers, en¬ 
slavement and pillaging. 

White and Farrow, both 
present at Mandela's dinner, 
claim to have proof that Camp¬ 
bell was given a diamond by 
Taylor. 

White told prosecutors she 
was present when the diamond 
was delivered, while Farrow 
"was told by Ms Campbell the 
next morning about the gift". 

The prosecution alleges the 
rough diamond was among 
those Taylor had obtained from 
Sierra Leone rebels and took to 
South Africa "to sell ... or ex¬ 
change them from weapons."

ROME, Italy (AFP) - The 
devil may well wear Prada, but 
at a biennial exhibition of sa¬ 
cred art in Italy, a statue of the 
Virgin Mary is donning Louis 
Vuitton, local newspaper II 
Centro reported yesterday. 

The veil traditionally cove¬ 
ring the Virgin's head bears the 
French luxury brand's trade¬ 
mark "LV" logo in golden let¬ 
ters decorating bags — many of 
them counterfeit — around the 
world. 

Francesco De Molfetta, 31, 
said he created the work to 
"denounce a society based on 
the cult of appearance through 
the use of a brand that repre¬ 
sents the search for ephemeral 
happiness." 

"This new way of interpre¬ 
ting sacred art is along the 
lines of the famous work pre¬ 
sented (in 1999 in Venice by 
Maurizio) Cattelan that 
showed a wax icon depicting 



Pope John Paul II being 
crushed by a meteor," the cura¬ 
tor of the biennial Giuseppe 
Bacci told II Centro. 

"It is a way to hit the visi¬ 
tors' unconscious," he added. 

The biennial is held at Isola 
del Gran Sasso in the central 
region of Abruzzo.

Those first years were a 
surprise to most visitors, and 
still today to those newly ar¬ 
rived, because of the number 
of languages spoken with such 
ease. American English was 
spoken at the Esso oil refinery 
in San Nicolas (since the late 
1920’s) and was readily 
adapted to hotel English. Ad¬

Galapagos removal from endangered list ’premature’

BRASILIA, Brazil (AFP) - A 
decision this week to remove 
Galapagos from UNESCO's 
list of endangered world he¬ 
ritage sites is hasty, the con¬ 
servation consulting body 
used by the UN cultural 
agency said yesterday. 

"The removal of this 
unique site of global impor¬ 
tance to humanity is some¬ 
what premature," the head of 
the International Union for 
the Conservation of Nature, 
Julia Marton-Lefevre, said. 

"Threats from tourism, in¬ 
vasive species and overfish¬ 
ing are still factors and the 
situation in the Galapagos re¬ 
mains critical," added Tim 
Badman, who heads the 
IUCN's World Heritage Pro¬ 
gram which gives official ad¬ 
vice to UNESCO's World 
Heritage Committee. 

The comments came after 


the committee, meeting in 
Brasilia, made the political 
decision Wednesday to strike 
Galapagos from its endan¬ 
gered sites list, on which it 
was entered in 2007. 

The move, made at 
Brazil's request, was meant to 
reflect the progress the 
Ecuadorian government had 
made in protecting its archi¬ 
pelago, which was made fa¬ 
mous by evolution theorist 
Charles Darwin. 

"We recognize the major 
efforts of the Ecuadorian 
government to rectify the sit¬ 
uation there," Badman said. 

But he stressed that 
"IUCN's recommendation for 
the Galapagos was that it 
should not be removed from 
the Danger List as there is 
work still to be done." 

Located 1,000 kilometers 
(620 miles) west of Ecuador's 


coast, the Galapagos archi¬ 
pelago of 19 islands and 
more than 100 islets and 
rocky outcrops has been a 
UNESCO World Heritage 
Site since 1978 for the rich 
plant and animal life found 
both on its land and in the 
surrounding sea. 

In 2007, the organization 
declared the island chain's 
environment endangered due 
to the increase of tourism and 
the introduction of invasive 
species. 

Some 10,000 people, 
mostly fishermen, live on the 
volcanic archipelago, which 
rose from the Pacific seabed 
10 million years ago and be¬ 
came famous when Darwin 
visited to conduct research in 
1835. 

The United Nations Edu¬ 
cational, Scientific and Cul¬ 
tural Organization's List of 


World Heritage in Danger in¬ 
cludes 31 cultural or natural 
sites around the globe at im¬ 
minent risk of degradation or 
destruction. 


The 34th annual meeting 
of the World Heritage Com¬ 
mittee this year is taking 
place in the Brazilian capital 
from July 25 to August 3.

Base of Ocean Food Chain is in 
Decline, Study Finds 


Across the globe, the micro¬ 
scopic plants at the base of the 
oceans' food chain have been 
disappearing over the past 
century at a rate of about 1 
percent per year, researchers 
have found. 

The decline of these tiny 
plants, called phytoplankton, 
has large significance because 
they produce half the organic 
matter on the planet and play 
an important role in Earth's 
carbon cycle. 

"They support everything, 
including us," said Daniel 
Boyce, a doctoral student in 
marine biology at Canada's 
Dalhousie University and a 
member of the team that stud¬ 
ied phytoplankton levels. "It 
seems the oceans are being 
stressed, and global climate 
change seems to be at the cen¬ 
ter of this shift." 

The study documented a 
connection between rising sea 
surface temperatures and de¬ 
clines in phytoplankton, a phe¬ 
nomenon that was already well 
known, said study team mem¬ 
ber Boris Worm, a marine bi¬ 
ologist at Dalhousie University 
in Halifax, Nova Scotia. 

"What is new here is we 
are showing as temperature 



has increased over the last 
century, so have phytoplank¬ 
ton declined," he told OurA- 
mazingPlanet. "The global 
link hasn't been defined be¬ 
fore." 

While previous research 
relied on satellite data, which 
present only a limited record, 
the Dalhousie researchers 
were able to look back as far 
as 1899 by using measure¬ 
ments of ocean transparency - 
an indicator of phytoplankton 
abundance - and direct meas¬ 
urements of chlorophyll pig¬ 
ment concentration. 

(Chlorophyll is a pigment in 
plants that absorbs light and 
gives them their green color.) 

The researchers found that 


the strongest single predictor 
for phytoplankton levels was 
ocean surface temperature. 
The connection is actually in¬ 
direct, according to Worm, 
because rising surface tem¬ 
peratures prevent mixing be¬ 
tween the oceans' oxygen-rich 
upper layers, where phyto¬ 
plankton are present, and the 
colder, more nutrient-rich wa¬ 
ters below. 

The study, detailed in the 
July 29 issue of the journal 
Nature, found that rising sur¬ 
face temperatures were asso¬ 
ciated with declining 
phytoplankton in eight of 10 
regions. Of the other two re¬ 
gions, the North Indian Ocean 
had a stable phytoplankton 
population and the South In¬ 
dian Ocean showed growth. 

The decline in phyto¬ 
plankton seen around the 
poles, where it seems logical 
that increasing warmth would 
drive more growth, could be 
driven by increasing winds 
and ocean mixing, the re¬ 
searcher said. 

Local factors such as polar 
melting and nutrient-rich 
runoff from agriculture also 
can influence the phytoplank¬ 
ton, Worm said. 


Indian minister warns of fruit and 
veg hormone injections 



NEW DELHI (AFP) - Indian 
farmers are injecting a hor¬ 
mone sometimes given to 
women during childbirth into 
vegetables and fruits to make 
the produce ripen sooner and 
gain weight, an Indian minis¬ 
ter has warned. 

In a letter to health min¬ 
istry officials seen by AFP, 
junior health minister Dinesh 
Trivedi demanded a nation¬ 
wide crackdown on the ille¬ 


gal use of the prescription 
drug Oxytocin, which he said 
can cause serious health 
problems if taken over a long 
period. 

"These hormones may 
cause irreparable damage to 
our health, if taken through 
these vegetables, over a pe¬ 
riod of time," he stated, list¬ 
ing heart disorders, sterility, 
nervous breakdowns and 
memory loss as possible side 


effects. 

He said the hormone, used 
to induce childbirth and lac¬ 
tation in women, is injected 
in pumpkin, watermelon, 
aubergine and cucumber 
plants to make them bear big¬ 
ger fruit. 

The injection can also be 
administered to fruit and veg¬ 
etables just before they come 
to market to make them ap¬ 
pear more plump and fresher. 

Though the drug is banned 
for use in animals, it is often 
illegally used in cattle to 
boost milk production. 

India's health ministry 
banned Oxyotocin for public 
sale after a series of media re¬ 
ports about the drug being 
administered to underage 
girls in rural Rajasthan to 
make them look older before 
their marriages. 

In neighbouring Bangla¬ 
desh, sex workers are often 
given the steroid drug 
Oradexon, a form of Oxy¬ 
tocin, for the same reason. 

Despite the ban on public 
sales of the drug in India, the 
hormone is still easily avail¬ 
able from fertiliser and pesti¬ 
cide vendors, an official in 
the health ministry told AFP.

Stemcells coaxed to rebuild bone, cartilage 


PARIS (AFP) - Scientists 
have shown for the first time 
that it may be possible to re¬ 
place a human hip or knee 
with a joint grown naturally 
inside the body using the pa¬ 
tient's stem cells. 

In experiments on rabbits, 
the researchers coaxed the an¬ 
imals' stem cells to rebuild the 
bone and cartilage of a miss¬ 
ing leg joint, according to a 
study published Thursday. 

"This is the first time an 
entire joint surface was regen¬ 
erated with return of func¬ 
tions including weight 
bearing and locomotion," lead 
researcher Jeremy Mao, a 
professor at Columbia Uni¬ 
versity Medical Center, said 
in a statement. 

Naturally-grown j oints 
would likely last longer than 
the current generation of arti¬ 
ficial mechanisms, he said. 

With ageing populations 
and many people under 65 re¬ 
quiring replacement surgery, 
there is a real danger patients 
will outlive metallic joints 
and require a second gruelling 
operation late in life. 

In the experiments, Mao 


and colleagues removed the 
forelimb thigh joint of 10 rab¬ 
bits, and then implanted a 
kind of scaffolding made of 
biologically compatible mate¬ 
rials. 

A naturally-occurring sub¬ 
stance that stimulates cell 
growth then cued the rabbits' 
stemcells to go to the site of 
the missing joint and regener¬ 
ate both cartilage and bone in 
two distinct layers. 

Within four weeks, the an¬ 
imals resumed normal move¬ 
ments — a medical first, the 
researchers reported in the 
British medical journal The 
Lancet. 

The fact that the regener¬ 
ated limb joint was created 
from the stem cells in the host 
animal — rather than being 
harvested and then cultivated 
outside the body — is also un¬ 
precedented, they said. 

This new procedure "may 
ultimately lead to clinical ap¬ 
plications," said Mao. "In pa¬ 
tients who need the knee, 
shoulder, hip or finger joints 
regenerated, the rabbit model 
provides a proof of principle." 

But a number of scientific 


and regulatory issues remain 
before the procedure can be 
tested on humans, he said. 

For hip replacements, for 
example, recovery in people 
will be more difficult because 
humans are carry all their 
weight on two legs. 

Many patients are also 
likely to have existing condi¬ 
tions and drug regimens that 
could adversely affect the 
growth of new joints. 

Some patients - especially 
elderly people with diabetes - 
- will not have the same ca¬ 
pacity for natural 
regeneration, cautioned 
Patrick Warnke of Australia's 
Bond University in a com¬ 
mentary, also in The Lancet. 

The period of immobility 
while a joint regenerates also 
presents its own risks. 

"The optimum way to 
grow a biological joint re¬ 
mains a controversy," Warnke 
said. 

But, he added, the new re¬ 
search "offers a promising in¬ 
sight into what might be on 
the horizon." 

As populations age in rich 
nations, the demand for total 


joint replacements has sky¬ 
rocketed. 

In the United States, more 
than 200,000 patients re¬ 
ceived total hip replacements 
in 2006, and nearly half a mil¬ 
lion got new knee joints, ac¬ 
cording to the US Nationwide 
Inpatient Sample database of 
hospital inpatient stays. 

If these trends continue, an 
estimated 600,000 hip re¬ 
placements and 1.4 million 


knee replacements will be 
carried out in 2015. 

The United States ac¬ 
counts for 50 percent total 
procedures worldwide, with 
Europe accounting for 30 
percent, according to Data- 
monitor. 

An ageing population and 
increased incidence of obesity 
are primary causes for the in¬ 
crease in joint replacements.

Europe gets new boost as economic confidence surges 


BRUSSELS, Belgium (AFP) 
- A surge in confidence in 
Europe's economy fuelled 
hope yesterday that the re¬ 
gion is finally overcoming its 
financial troubles just days 
after European banks largely 
survived a crash test. 

The Economic Sentiment 
Indicator produced by the 
European Commission 
soared in July to its highest 
level in more than two years, 
driven by eurozone power¬ 
house Germany, improved 
order books and optimism 
among consumers. 

"July's sharper-than-ex- 
pected increase in economic 
sentiment will further allay 


fears of a near-term double 
dip recession in the Eurozone 
and may give fresh support to 
the euro," Dutch banking 
group ING said in a note. 

The European Commis¬ 
sion said sentiment in indus¬ 
try was the "main contributor 
to the overall improvement," 
with an increase of two 
points as respondents in the 
sector reported "substantial 
improve- ments in their order 
books." 

Consumer confidence "re¬ 
gained momentum" with a 
3.0-point jump in the euro 
area, the European Union's 
executive arm said. 

"More optimism about the 


general economic situation 
and very significant easing 
unemployment fears in Ger¬ 
many contributed to the over¬ 
all improvement," the 
commission said. The data 
helped to drive the euro yes¬ 
terday to its highest level 
against the dollar since May. 

But the results were un¬ 
even across the 16-nation eu¬ 
rozone, pointing to persistent 
weakness in southern coun¬ 
tries beset by a fiscal crisis 
that has rattled the single cur¬ 
rency, analysts said. 

"July's improvement in the 
EC consumer and business 
surveys adds to the evidence 
that the eurozone is perform¬ 


ing surprisingly well but with 
stark divergences between 
countries," said Jennifer 
McKeown, senior European 
economist at market research 
group Capital Economics. 

Business and consumer 
confidence jumped by 2.3 
points to 101.3 points in the 
single currency area in July, 
the highest level recorded 
since March 2008, before the 
global slump began to really 
bite. 

The rise was led by a 4.0- 
point gain in Germany fol¬ 
lowed by increases of 2.2 
points in France, 1.9 points in 
Poland and 1.7 points in Italy, 
the commission said.

Milan Fashion Week back to full 
seven days: organisers 

MILAN (AFP) - Milan 
Fashion Week will be true to 
its name, covering a full 
seven days in September in¬ 
stead of a frantic long week¬ 
end as it did in February 
after an agreement with top 
designers, organisers said 
Tuesday. 

The event ’’will represent 
the desire of everyone in 
fashion to have a strong and 
competitive Fashion Week 
over seven days,” the Na¬ 
tional Chamber of Italian 
Fashion (CMNI) said in a 
statement. 

In February, American 
Vogue editor Anna Wintour 
threw organisers into a tail- 
spin when it emerged she 
could only spare three days 
for Milan, rather than the 
full week. 

Top designers scrambled 
to schedule their shows over 
a cramped four-day period, 
despite an appeal by Milan 
mayor Letizia Moratti who 
huffed: ”No one, even if her 
name is Anna Wintour, can 



make or unmake our fashion 
calendar.” 

Wintour, the inspiration 
for the book and subsequent 
film ’’The Devil Wears 
Prada” featuring the fearsome 
head of a fashion magazine, 
is regarded by many as the 
most influential person in the 


industry. 

After a ’’round table” 
with top designers, organis¬ 
ers hammered out a pro¬ 
gramme ’’with a strong 
beginning and end” that 
will kick off on September 
22 with Gucci presenting 
their spring/summer 2011 
collection and end with 
shows by Giorgio Armani 
and Cavalli, the statement 
said. 

Also Tuesday, CMNI 
announced that Fashion 
Week will move to the cen¬ 
tre of Milan from its old 
venue in a western suburb. 

The shows will be held 
at the 16th-century Palazzo 
dei Giureconsulti near 
Milan landmarks such as 
La Scala opera house and 
the northern city’s iconic 
Gothic cathedral as well as 
three other nearby venues, 
the statement said. 

Another innovation will 
be free bike-sharing for jour¬ 
nalists covering Fashion 
Week, it said. 


Broadway sings blues over synthesizer invasion 


NEW YORK (AFP) - While 
audiences at Broadway's 
"West Side Story” thrill to the 
on-stage drama, musicians in 
the orchestra pit are fighting 
a battle every bit as vicious as 
the Sharks-Jets rivalry. 

This is gang warfare of a 
high-minded sort, pitting 
some of New York's best live 
musicians against a synthe¬ 
sizer they fear will usurp the 
job of playing Leonard Bern¬ 
stein's pulsating score. 

Sophisticated synthesizers 
and computer-manipulated 
recordings are increasingly 
taking over orchestras. 
Sounding almost like real 
players, while costing much 
less, they're especially popu¬ 
lar with provincial or touring 
companies. 

But until mid-July — when 
"West Side Story's” produc¬ 
ers announced that a synthe¬ 
sizer was replacing three live 
violinists and two cellists, or 
half the orchestra's string sec¬ 


tion — staff violinist Paul 
Woodiel thought that at least 
the classics would be im¬ 
mune to the trend. 

”It was the last straw for 
me,” Woodiel told AFP. 

"I was a student and a 
friend of Leonard Bernstein 
and it's almost certain he 
wouldn't have allowed this. 


This isn’t dinner theater, it's 
not Las Vegas. It's Broadway 
and Leonard Bernstein was 
the greatest American musi¬ 
cian.” 

Critics see synthesizers as 
little better than some barbar¬ 
ian force trampling the clas¬ 
sical music landscape.

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Marquez defends crown in 
rematch with Diaz

LAS VEGAS, Nevada (AFP) 
- Mexican veteran Juan 
Manuel Marquez defends his 
lightweight title on Saturday 
against American Juan Diaz 
in a rematch of their title 
slugfest from last year that 
brought Marquez two titles. 

Marquez knocked out 
Diaz in the ninth round in 
February of last year to retain 
the World Boxing Associa¬ 
tion and World Boxing Or¬ 
ganization lightweight 
crowns that will again be at 
stake on Saturday. 

’’This fight is going to be 
better than the first one be¬ 
cause Juan Diaz is a great 


fighter and a great warrior 
and I am too,” Marquez said. 

”1 like to fight. Everyone 
who knows me knows I like 
landing so many punches. 
I’ve prepared very hard and 
I’m ready.” 

Marquez, 36, is a 3-1 bet¬ 
ting favorite to defeat Diaz, 
26, once again. 

But Diaz, 35-3 with 17 
knockouts, says the time has 
come for Marquez, 50-5 with 
one drawn and 37 knockouts, 
to be replaced. 

”It is time for the new gen¬ 
eration to step up and reign 
over the lightweight divi¬ 
sion,” Diaz said. ”It just 


makes sense that I am going 
to win this fight and I am 
going to keep winning from 
now on.” 

Since losing to Marquez in 
his hometown, Diaz split two 
fights against countryman 
Paul Malignaggi, winning a 
unanimous decision last Au¬ 
gust but losing by unanimous 
decision four months later. 

” We went back to the draw¬ 
ing board and tweaked a few 
things that Marquez capital¬ 
ized on in the first fight,” said 
Diaz’s trainer, Ronnie Shields. 

That has put Diaz in solid 
form, according to his man¬ 
ager, Willie Savhannah. 

”I’ve never seen him as in 
shape as he is for this fight. 
The public is going to see a 
boxing machine,” he said. 
’’I'm telling you to go out and 
bet your house on Diaz.” 

The only fight for Mar¬ 
quez since beating Diaz some 
17 months ago came last Sep¬ 
tember when he stepped up to 
welterweight and lost to un¬ 
defeated US star Floyd May- 
weather by unanimous 
decision. 

The only other losses 
since 1999 for Marquez came 
at the hands of two other top 
stars, unbeaten Indonesian 
Chris John in 2006 and Fil¬ 
ipino legend Manny Pac- 
quiao in 2008. 

Diaz, whose parents be¬ 
came US citizens after mov¬ 
ing from Mexico, resists US, 
Mexican or Hispanic fighter 
labels. 

”1 don’t want to be any of 
that. I am 100 percent war¬ 
rior,” he said. "I fight for all 
of my fans whether it is Mex¬ 
icans, Mexican-Americans, 
Blacks, Whites or Asians. I 
want to give everyone a great 
fight.” 


Ex-Saints backup Brunell signs with Jets 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Mark 
Brunell, the backup quarter¬ 
back for the Super Bowl 
champion New Orleans 
Saints last season, signed a 
two-year National Football 
League contract with the 
New York Jets on Wednes¬ 
day.

Tiger commits to World Golf 
event in Akron 



ORLANDO, Florida (AFP) - 
World number one Tiger 
Woods has committed to de¬ 
fend his title at the World 
Golf Championships Bridge¬ 
stone Invitational next week 
at Firestone Country Club, 
where he has won seven 
times. 

Woods announced on his 
website that he will make the 
8.5 million-dollar event his 
eighth start of a comeback 
season in the wake of a sex 
scandal. Woods is off to his 
worst career start of a cam¬ 
paign, having yet to win a 
2010 event. 

Woods has never finished 
lower than fourth at the WGC 
event in Akron, Ohio, but has 
not won since details of his 
adultery scandal surfaced last 
November. 

In taking the 1.4 million- 
dollar Bridgestone top prize 
last year, Woods fired two 
rounds of 65 on the weekend 
to defeat Ireland's Padraig 
Harrington and Australian 
Robert Allenby by four 
strokes. 


That victory made Woods 
the first player to win the 
same stroke play event seven 
times on the same course, 
having previously won at 
Firestone from 1999-2001 
and 2005-2007. 

Sam Snead owns the 
record with eight titles at a 
single event in Greensboro, 
North Carolina, but those 
came upon different courses. 

Woods will use the event 
as a tuneup for the year's final 
major tournament, the PGA 
Championship, which will be 
staged the following week at 
Whistling Straits in Kohler, 
Wisconsin. 

Woods, a 14-time major 
winner, is chasing the all- 
time record of 18 majors won 
by Jack Nicklaus. But he is 
also pursuing Nicklaus and 
Snead in another win mark, 
the all-time PGA champi¬ 
onship record. 

With 71 PGA Tour titles, 
Woods stands two shy of 
Nicklaus for second on the 
all-time title list that Snead 
leads with 82. 


Woods is coming off a 
share of 23rd at the British 
Open earlier this month at St. 
Andrews. He shared fourth at 
the Masters, his comeback 
event after a five-month lay¬ 
off, and the US Open in this 
year's other major champi¬ 
onships. 

Woods last won a US PGA 
event at last year's BMW 
Championship, the third 
event of the US PGA play¬ 
offs. This year, he might 
struggle simply to qualify for 
a chance to defend that 
crown. 

Despite having twice won 
the US PGA playoff crown, 
Woods ranks only 107th in 
this year's points race, which 
concludes in Greensboro the 
week after the PGA Champi¬ 
onship. Only the top 125 in 
the points race reach the play¬ 
off field. 


House makes James

Bryant's heart.
